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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to independent claims to include the limitations "obtaining a total rating score" is taught by the 
Applicant's admission of prior art (see Fig. 1 , the total rating score corresponds to each number on the y axis) . Please note that as 
described in the Specification of the present invention of what is known from the prior art,, on Page 1 , last paragraph, "Individual 
parameters used for rating a batch process include, for example, production cycle time, amount of production, quality of product, 
production cost and the like... The result of the comparison is expressed, for example, by a score of 0 to 100%". Applicant contends that 
Tanaka does not disclose "preparing in advance plural data including performance rating items associated with rating values as rating 
indexes for a production process". Examiner disagrees because Tanaka discloses such limitations (Fig. 22,i.e., Processing Performance 
1, Processing Performance 2, Processing Performance 3, Comprehensive level 1, etc."; [0082], i.e., working dimension precision and 
working speed correspond to. rating values). Tanaka further discloses that apparatus monitoring signals of multiplicity of kinds are 
displayed in the window 22 and 23 ([0082]). There are various types of processing performances 1,2,3 and the quality of production can 
be displayed (see Figs. 30-33). Therefore, the production is rated based on plural performance rating items. Applicant further contends 
that Tanaka does not add or subtract a point or points to or from the rating values OR perform another arithmetic oepration for rating in 
accordance with the result of the judgement. Examiner disagrees because Tanaka discloses that comparison data of the described 
signals can be obtained simply by deriving the difference between them ([0074]). Furhtermore, a judgement is conducted to issue a 
warning when the processing is abnormal. Figs. 30-33 show the results of the abnormal processed wafers. The result of the judgement 
is displayed. Arithmetic operations must be performed by the computer in order to display such results .
